HOW SARDINES ARE TINNED. 


Tue sardine fishing along the coast of Brittany is 
now in full swing. é 

Towards the end of April the fishermen begin to 
watch for the bubbling of the sardines on the surface 
of the sea. For they know that vast shoals of the little 
fish are on their way from the coast of Africa up through 
the Bay of Biscay to the North, and that they must 
caught, if at all, as they pass. : 


anyone sees the water agitated word spreads 


rapidly, and the boate put out from the shore and raco 
to the shoal. 

When the net is extended the water is “baited” by 
throwing balls of “roque "into it. As the bait dissolves 
and sinks the sardines rise and remain long after to 
nibble it, and their doom is sealed. For this reason 
“roque ” is a most important part of the sardine fisher- 
man’s outfit. It is made of the eggs of mackerel and 
codfish mixed with clay, and is rather expensive, costing 
from 25s. to 70s. a barrel. 

Within the curing factories or canneries everything 
is bustle and confusion, for there must not be a 
moment's delay in cleaning the fish. All night long the 
work is carried on by the nett of blazing oil-wicks. The 
sardines are spread out on benches or tables, where salt 
is dusted over them. Then the women go along and 
snip off the heads with great scissors.

fish, after whieh pure olive oil from the Province of 
Bari, in Italy, is poured over them and the tops 
soldered on.

This is 80 well 
understood that nearly all ships in tropical latitudes 
carry a cannon for this purpose. A tornado on land, 
which is a phenomenon of the same nature, can be 
dissipated in the same way. My plan in a nutshell, 
then, is to establish aerial torpedoes, fixed on igs light 
towers, and so p! that the explosion can only take 
place by the automatic action of the tornado iteelf. 

“The a) tus which I have designed is so con- 
structed that a wind of tornado intensity will, by simple 
mechanical means, discharge the powerful explosive 
with which the ine is loaded 

“The explosion would develop an immense amount of 
gas under enormous pressure, quite capable of destroying 
any tornado in its vicinity. At the sume time the 


explosion taking place 120 feet, or higher in the air, 
would do no damage to buildings or other property 
lower down. The number of t towers or para- 


tornadoes necessary would depend upon the area and 
importance of the town or buildi to be protected.

AN ELECTION IN POMPEII. 

Municrpat elections seem to have been conducted in 
olden times much in the same style as nowadays. 
excavations at Pompeii have brought to light sufficient 
information to give us a notion of electioneering 
in the year 2 79, the year when Pompeii, 
Herculaneum, and Stabia were enveloped in burning 
lava, and the hubbub of life in those cities was cut short 
with terrible suddenness. 

Every year, in the month of March, the citizens of 
Pompeii were called upon to elect two ediles (to look after 
the needs of the city) and two duumvirs (who 
judicial functions). The year of office began on July Ist, 
so that the elections were over at least three months 
previous to the time for entering upon the duties of the 
office. 

Pompeii was divided into six electoral districts or 
curiz, and, so far as can be ascertained, no conditions as 
to duration of tenancy, etc., were insisted upon as 
necessary in order to obtain a vote.

More 
ice, by the way, is taken from the Hudson than from 
any other stream or body of water in the whole world, 
12,000 nen and boys, 1,000 horses, and 100 engines are 
employed in getting in the winter crop. 

P. T. W.—Yes ; I believe that California is still one of 
the great centres of the bone trade, exporting large 
quantities annually to this country and the Continent. 
The rib bones, which are most in demand, fetch as 
much as {16a ton. These are used for making tooth- 
brushes and similar work, The leg bones are employed 
chiefly by manufacturers of cutlery, and sell for about 
£58 a ton, while the shin bones are used for button 
making, umbrella handles, and eo on, and are only 
worth sume £6.a ton. All the other bones and waste 
pieces are ground down for manure, or made into 
animal charcoal, Jargely used in sugar refiuing. The 
feet of cattle are valued for making oil, the four feet 
of an ox yielding about a pint. Even the water in 
which the fees have heen boiled is utilised, and of a 
truth nothing at all is wasted—an interesting contrast, 
by the way, with the ice trade. to which I have already 
referred.

authorities ¥” This question is by no 
means an easy one to answer owing to the great 
difficulty of obtaining reliable information upon the 
subject. From the ing uiries I have instituted, howe 
ever, it seems that the honour belongs to Berlin, where 
the gurbage is treated in a way which is both econo- 
mical and hygienic. The result of the daily collections 
is emptied into a large cylinder of wire-uetting with 
very large meshes. Through this all the heavier 
parts fall into another sieve. An electric ventilator 
carries away all light articles like paper and rags from 
this second cylinder, while the greater part of the 
remainder drops upon a turning table. Tere all the 
bones and scraps of glass are picked out by attendants, 
while organic matter, ete., is ground and sold as 
manure. Whatever filters past the two cylinders is 
further sorted through one half-inch wire nete, 
retaining the unburned coal and coke, and dropping 
the ashes. The rags und paper ure converted into 
pulp on the premises, and afterwards sold as wrapping 
paper at about £7 10s. a ton. It has been estimuted 
that at least 3U per cent. of the ashes in the garbage 
are unconsumed coal and coke. The fuel recovered 
from the refuse furnishes the necessary steam power 
and electric light for the whole plant, and practically 
everything else is resold at considerable profit.
